proposal presented by Republican Lead- 
er Lodge to invoke the eloture rule to 
limit debate on the whole' treaty sub- 
ject. 
The Democrats were undecided 


today as to what action they would 
take on the proposal as they fear it 


' would prevent them from securing ac- 


tion on their own ratification resolu- 
tion. They were expected to press for 
adoption the DemoC7-ats plan to limit 
debate only on the reservations. 


The reservation to Article 10. pro- 


vider that the 
United States 
shall 


assume no obligations to preserve the 
territorial integrity or political princi- 
ples of any other foreign country to 
interfere in controversies between na- 
tions.

Charleston, W. Va., Nov. 14. — Three 


unauthorized strikes were preventing 
miners from returning to work in 10 
coal mines in the Kanawha field today, 
This statements was made by the 
Kanawhu Coal Operators 
association 


after the reports for the morning had 
been tabulated'. 
More than 600 miners in the little 


Coal River district were said to be 
in open rebellion against their leaders, 
closin gsix mines and. according- to the 
report, preventing other miners from 
working. 
Milburn and Ramadge miners voted to 
stay away from the mines, until a new 
wage agreement had been signed. 
From other districts reports reached 


the Kanawha association that men 
were slowly returning to work, and ap- 
proximately 50 per cent of the union 
mines were in operation.. Paint Creek 
reported that about half the pits there 
were turning out coal.

Louisville Distillers Defy 


jWar Time Prohibition 


Law to Dispose of Million 
Gallons of "Floor Stock." 


Louisville, Ky., Nov 14.—Two local 
distillers sold whiskey openly in Louis- 
ville today at $75 a case, regardless ot 
the war time prohibition law. Hundreds 
of orders, filed before July 1, when the 
war-time law went into effect, it was 
said, were being filled by these dis- 
tillers, which resumed sales following 
the granting of an injunction to them 
yesterday by .Federal Judge Evans, re- 
straining the government from inter- 
fering with sale of nearly a million gal- 
lons of "floor stock" whiskey. 


The Wright & Taylor and the Brown- 
Forman companies, which received the 
temporary injunctions, expected to sell 
all of their whiskey in a hurry, it was 
announced. They made their 
sales, 


however, with the knowledge that they 
are liable to prosecution, according to 
District Attorney W. V. Gregory,,, if the 
federal supreme court reverses Judge 
Evans in a decision it is to make No-

EINFORCED stucco is a new 
and lasting form of construc- 
tion for houses and 
other 


buildings. In the very first Intro- 
duction of stucco it became very pop- 
ular, as many beautifuj. designs of 
architecture were reproduced which 
were otherwise impossible. Its beau- 
tiful finish made 'possible tints and 
trimmings which displayed such har- 
monious effects that si«cco houses 
are now in a class by themselves. 


However, the 
only 
detrimental 


feature of stucco work was Its tend- 
ency to crack, work loose and fall 
nway. This trouble was not due to 
the quality of the cement or plaster, 
but to the method of application and 
foundation. 
.Wood laths warp, ex- 


pand, contract and. work loose, and 
therefore do not form a proper foun- 
dation for stucco. If, however, me 
foundation Is laid with a galvanized 
steel wire mesh in which to imbed 
the cement, the walls become one 
unit under a solid mass of cement. 
By the use of "this steel fabric, the 
walls are woven continuously around 
the buildings instead of being joined 
together at the corners, and should a 
cyclone roll the house over and over, 
it would remain intact. 


As a general rule, the cost for the 


materials under this method plus the 
installation 
cost is approximately 


•10 per ceut cheaper thau with ordl- 


nary painted metal laths. 


Contractors who have used gal- 


vanized wire mesh reinforcement ex- 
tensively, s>tate that for ordinary 
house construction, two men should 
put on 300 square yards in a day. 
The cost to the contractor for the 
material itself, would amount to per- 
haps 20 or 23 cents per square yard. 


For new buildings, the shgathing 


is covered with ^eotae soft-finished 
tarred building paper, and 'the wire 
mesh is applied directly over this pa- 
per. Old buildings, if in good condi- 
tion, may be covered by simply sta- 
pling the fabric directly to the old 
weather boarding, building out the 
window and door frames and facing 
them after the stucco is in place. 


Buildings remodeled in this way 


are made warmer, more durable and 
present a greatly improved appear- 
ance.- The American galvanized wire 
mesh for this purpose is made from 
cold-drawn mild steel having a high 
breaking strength. For sfcucco pur. 
poses it should always be. galvanized 
in which case it will not rust. The 
finished fabric will tako care of 
stress in all directions. It is made 
in Carious gauges of wire, but the 
most successful size is No. 12 for the 
longitudinals, the cross wires No. 14, 
woven 
in 
triangles 
instead 
of 


squares.

GREAT EXPONENT OF LIBERTY 


Simon do, htontf ort, Earl of Leicester, 


Known at "father of English 


House, of Commons." 


The first great democrat in Knslaud 


was Siuiou ck Montf'ort, oai'l of Leices- 
ter, who was slain In battle 054 years 
ago as the leader of the rebellious 
barons. Simon de Montfort was also 
the spokesman for the great masses 
of the people, and he held that It 
was the duty of the nobles to stand 
between the people and the monarch 
as guardians of their liberties, to 
watch over the exercise of the royal 
power and prevent its abuse. In the 
great battle of Lewes in 1-G-l the bar- 
ons, under the command of Oe Mout- 
fort, completely defeated the king and 
the royalist party. In the battle of 
Eveslmni on August 4 of the following 
.tear the tables were turned and the 
democratic earl was killed and the 
barons sustained a ruinous defeat. 
During the brief period of Simon's as- 
cendency, however, he had laid the 
foundation for the house of commons 
and had inspired in rhe breasts of the 
people a devotion to liberty and dem- 
ocracy never to be stamped out by 
royal oppression. "Every king is ruled 
by the laws," declaied Simon de Mont- 
fort, and he held that the '"generality" 
should have a hand in the making of 
the laws by which they, as well as 
the monarch, were to be governed. 


Simon de Montfort's immortal place 


in history is indicated by the rever- 
ent title historians have given him— 
"the Father of the English House of 
Commons."

Hundreds 
of orders, filed before July 1, when the 
war-time law' went, into effect, it .was 
said, were being filled' by these dis- 
tillers, which resumed sales following 
the granting of an injunction to them 
yesterday by .Federal Judge Evans, re- 
straining the government from inter- 
fering with sale of nearly a million gal- 
lons of "floor stock" whiskey. 


The Wright & Taylor and the Brown- 
Forman companies, which received the 
temporary injunctions, expected to sell 
all of their whiskey in a hurry, it was 
announced. They made their sales, 
however, with the knowledge that they 
are liable to prosecution, according to 
District Attorney W. V. Gregory,,.if the 
federal supreme court reverses 'Judge 
Evans in a decision it is to make No- 
vember 20th.

No Kentucky distillers apparently

EINFORCED stucco is a new 
and lasting form of construc- 
tion for houses and other 


buildings. In the very first intro- 
duction of stucco it became very pop- 
ular, as many beautiful, designs of 
architecture were reproduced which 
were otherwise impossible. Its beau- 
tiful finish made 'possible tints and 
trimmings which displayed such har- 
monious effects that stacco houses 
are now in a class by themselves. 


However, 
the; only 
detrimental 


feature of stucco work was' its tend- 
ency to crack, work loose and fall 
away. This trouble was not due to 
the quality of the cement or plaster, 
but to the method of application and 
foundation. 
Wood laths warp, ex- 


pand, contract and. work loose, and 
therefore do not form a proper foun- 
dation for stucco. If, 'however, the 
foundation Is laid with a galvanized 
steel wire mesh in which.to imbed 
the cement, the walls become one 
unit under a solid mass of cement. 
By the use of 'this steel fabric, the 
walls are woven continuously around 
the buildings instead of being joined 
together at the corners, and should a 
cyclone roll the house over and over, 
it would remain intact. 


As ix general rule, the cost for the 


materials under this method plus the 
installation cost is approximately 
•10 per cent cheaper than with ordi- 


nary painted metal laths. 
' Contractors who -have used gal- 
vanized wire mesh reinforcement ex- 
tensively, state that for ordinary 
house construction, two men should 
put on 300 square yards in a day. 
The cost to the contractor for the 
material itself, would amount to per- 
haps 20 or 25 cents per square yard.1- 


For 'new buildings, the she"athing 


is covered with _BOlne -soft-finished 
tarred building priper, and'the wire 
mesh is applied directly over this pa- 
per. Old buildings, if in good condi- 
tion, may be covered by simply sta- 
pling the fabric directly to the old 
weather boarding, - building out the 
window and door frames and facing 
them after the stucco is in place. 


Buildings remodeled in this way 


are made warmer, more durable and 
present a greatly improved appear- 
ance.- The American galvanized wire 
me*h for this purpose is made from 
cold-drawn mild steel having a high 
breaking strength. For stucco pur- 
poses it should always be. galvanized- 
in which case it will not rust. The 
finished fabric will take care of 
stress in all directions. It is made 
in Carious gauges of wire, but the 
most successful size is No. 12 for .the 
longitudinals, the cross wires No. 14, 
woven
